O’Kelly, like Miss Mary MacSwi- 
ney, in her speech of yesterday, de- 
clared the Irish republic was far 
from dead. He said there would be 
a continuation of the war in Ire- 
land, whether the treaty was ratified 
or rejected. 

O’Kelly said, amid protests, that 
the delegates to London had _ set 
aside their instructions. He himself 
had opposed from the outset the 
sending the delegates to London. 
Besides having found the whole Sinn 
Fein body politic permeated by the

The will of George Warren Brown 
of 40 Portland place, chairman of 


the board of the Brown Shoe Co., 
who died at Tucson, Ariz., Dec. 13, 
was filed in the Probate Court today. 
He left one-half of his large estate 
to his widow, Mrs. Betty Bofinger 
Brown, and the other half to many 
benevolent and educational 
poses, and to relatives and others, 
and included a bequest of $300,000 
for the Y. M. C. A. for use as part 
of a fund for the acquisition or con- 
struction of a downtown building for 
the purposes of the association. 

Almost all of the bequests were of 
stock of the Brown Shoe Co., total- 
ing 5660 shares of the common stock 
and 2100 of the preferred. Based on 
the market quotations of today, this 
stock is worth a total of $433,840, 
and with the addition of the money 
to the Y. M. C. A., the specific be- 
quests amount to $733,840. 

Lndication Estate Is Large. 

The will indicates that the estate 
is large enough to meet the specific 
bequests, and more, and still provide 
an amount equal to the total of 
these for Mrs. Brown. Mrs. Brown 
and the St. Lovis Union Trust Co. 
were named as co-executors. At the 
trust company offices it was said 
that no estimate of the value of the 
estate could be made yet. The 
Brown Shoe common stock is quoted 
at 44 and the preferred at 88. The 
common paid its last dividend, at 6 
per cent, in September, 1920, and 
the preferred is now paying a divi- 
dend of 7 per cent annually. The 
par value of each is $100 a share. 

It is set forth that Mrs. Brown 
is to select such stock for her share 
as she desires and that if her selec- 
tion does not leave enough stock to 
meet the other bequests, they are 
to be paid in cash. 

Home and Farm to Mrs, Brown. 

To Mrs. Brown tho pioneer S58t. 
Louis shoe manufacturer left his 
country home and farm near Cres- 
cent, St. Louis County, outright, as 
well as the hali of the residue of the 
estate. The farm consists of 133 
acres on the Antire and Crescent 
roads, with a large, white house on 
a high hill, having a .commanding 
view. No mention is made in the will 
of the town residence in Portland 
place, and it is said that this might 
be because it had been held jointly 
i by Mr. and Mrs. Brown, in which 
‘case title would go automatically to 
‘the widow. 


To Wilbur George Brown, 24-year- 


old adopted son, Brown left 1000 
shares of the common stock, the 
equivalent of about $44,000. The

their home when he was 2 years old 
and formally adopted him when he 
was 16 years old. The son recently 
was married and resides at the West- 
moreland Apartments. 

Conditions of Bequests. 


The will states that it is under 
stood Mrs. Brown will provide in her 
will for their adopted son. The will 
was dated Oct. 29, 1921. It provides 
that any beneficiary seeking to con- 
test it shall be cut off and the legacy 
shall revert to the residue. No bene- 
ficiary may sell stock left by Brown 
for five years without permission of 
the executors. It is stated that the 
legacies and provisions shall be re- 
garded as canceling all claims the 
beneficiaries may have whether by 
reason of pledges, subscriptions or 
otherwise. 

All the bequests besides those to 
Mrs. Brown are to come from one- 
half of the estate, and it is provided 
that the residue from this half, after 
the payment of the bequests, shall 
be placed in trust for five years, to 
be known as the George Warren 
Brown Fund. At the expiration of 
five years, and also at a time one 
year thereafter, the trustees shall 
devote the fund to such benevolent 
purposes as in their opinion will 
constitute a fitting testimonial for 
Brown, and to some degree extend 
his usefulness and helpfulness to 
others. Mrs. Brown, the St. Louis 
Tnion Trust Co. and William H. Da- 
vies of Clayton, a lawyer, who was 
Brown's personal friend for years, 
are named as trustees of this fund.

50-YEAR CAREER 


AS A JOURNALIST | 


Kentuckian’s Writings Gave 
Him Large Share in Shap- 
ing Policies of Democratic 
Party at Times.

JACKSONVILLE, Flia., Dec. 22.— 


Henry Watterson, 81 years old, 
known tothe American people as 
one of the last surviving members of 
the old school of journalism and to | 
his friends as “Marse Henry,”’’ died | 
early today at a hotel here. Death| 
came peacefully, the venerable editor 
retaining consciousness almost to the 
end and conversing during the last 


‘half hour with his wife, son and 


daughter. 


Col. Watterson came to Jackson- 
ville six weeks ago in accordance 
with his annual custom of passing 
the winter in Florida, usually at 
Fort Myers. He contracted a s]' * ‘ 
cold Tuesday and while seated in a 
chair yesterday morning, soon after 
breakfast, he suffered an acute 
bronchial attack and was ordered to 
his bed by his physician. His condi- 
tion grew worse during the day and 
night and the end came at 6:15 
o’cloca this morning. The immediate 
cause of his death, his physician 
said, was heart disease superinduced 
by congestion of the bronchial tubes. 

The body of Col. Watterson will 
remain in Florida until spring, when 
it will be taken to Louisville for 
burial in the family plot in Cave Hill 
Cemetery, where his father and 
mother rest, his son, Henry Watter- 
son Jr., announced. Watterson said 
his m@gther was frai. and that be- 
cause of: her condition, as a result of 
the death of her husband, he deemed 
it inadvisable for her to leave Florida 
during the winter. 

Col. and Mrs. Watterson  cele- 
brated their fifty-sixth wedding an- 
niversary in their apartment, Tues- 
day, with only members of the fam- 
ily present, and his son said the ed- 
itor was in unusually high spirits, 
recalling many incidents of thetfr 
wedded life and laughing at those 
having a humorous touch. 

Col. Watterson had enjoyed the 
three weeks-he had beenthere, his 
son said, and had spent a great deal 
of his time in the open air, walking 
with the quick, vigorous step char- 
acteristic of him. He always re- 
turned to his apartment at “paper 
time,”” however, to read the New 
York and Louisville newspapers. 


WATTERSON'S LONG AND 
INTERESTING CAREER IN 
POLITICS AND JOURNALISM 


ENRY WATTERSON was one 
H:: the last of the old-time per- 

sonal journalists. More than 
half a century his editorials, with 
their brilliant, original and phrase- 
making composition, attracted wide 
aftention. They were commented on 
and copied by the press of the na- 
tion. Besides his power of molding 
public opinion through his editorials, 
Watterson'’s influence is credited 
with having shaped the platform of 
the Democratic party in more than 
one presidential campaign. 

It was perhaps through an accli- 
dent that Henry Watterson pursued 
journalism. Early in life he evinced 
unusual musical talent and his par- 
ents encouraged it. A mishap that 
crushed his left thumb, leaving that 
member stiff, caused the musical 
education to be abandoned, as the 
piano was his favorite instrument. 

A natufal bent for writing devel- 
oped, but even in this Watterson 
was seriously handicapped, as an iIlI- 
ness in infancy had affected his 
vision. His first journalistic expe- 
rience was gained on a Washington 
(D. C.) newspaper as musical and 

tamatic critic. His father, Henry 

. Watterson, for 20 years preceding 
the outbreak of the war between the 
states, was a representative in Con- 
gress from Tennessee. It was dur- 
ing this time Henry Watterson laid 
the foundation for an elaborate 
knowledge of national affairs, spend- 
ing much of his time associating 
with party leaders of that period and 
in close contact with the operation 
of the Government.

Inquiry Into Affairs of F. W.

Fredricks. 


Investigation of the business af- 
fairs of Frank W. Rodgers, a real 


estate dealer with offices in the In- 
ternational Life Building, who shot 
and killed himseif in Forest Park, 
Oct. 26. resulted today in the arrest 
of Fred H. Fredricks, 32, of 6171 
Cabanne avenue, who was formerly 
a salesman for Rodgers. Fredricks 
is charged, in a warrant issued yes- 
terday, with grand larceny and ob- 
taining $854 under false pretenses 
from Mrs. Mary G. Williams of 618 
Whittier street. 


Fredricks was taken into custody 
at his home just after he had fin- 
ished breakfast, at 8:30 a. m. Aft- 
erward, he was taken to the Circuit 
Attorney’s office, where it was said 
that he could obtain his release if 
he could furnish bond for §15600. 
Fredricks was accompanied By his 
attorney, James A. Waechter, who 
said: 

“Fredricks will have no difficul- 
ty in clearing himself at any proper 
hearing. In all such transactions as 
this charge refers to, Fredricks sim- 
ply acted as Rodgers’ employe, and 
at his direction. He had no responai- 
bility, save that of carrying out his 
employer’s instructions.” 


Mrs. Williams bought the Whit- 
tier street property through Rodgers 
last May, assuming a mortgage of 
$2800 represented by a deed of trust. 
She later paid $1000 on this through 
Rodgers and received a receipt from 
the Hemmelmann-Spackler Real 
Estate Co., the owner of the deed of 
trust. 

She told Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Schweitzer that she later notified 
Rodgers that she desired to pay off 
another $1000, and that Rodgers 
brought Fredricks to her home and 
introduced him as the owner of the 
deed of trust. She said Rodgers told 
her not to pay $1000, but to pay $800 
and interest, amounting to $64, leav- 
ing $1000 due on the property. She 
said she made that payment and got 
a receipt for $854 from Fredricks. 

After Rodgers’ suicide, she com- 
municated with’*the Hemmelmann- 
Spackler company, and was in- 
formed that it was still the owner of 
the deed of trust, had not received 
the $800 she had paid to Rodgers in 
Fredricks’ presence, but that it had

HE text of Article 2 of the 
T tour-Power Pacific treaty,

Basis of Opposition.

Japan were attacked by Russia. And 
—to pursue the theory further— 
since the pact is construed by its 
the Americans and all

Japan, while it does not include the 
mainland of the United States, Japan 
is getting an tmportant guarantee 
from this Government without giv- 
ing the United States a commensu- 
rate return. It has been said by way 
ef illustration that the United States 
is giving Japan something which she 
declined to give to France. Also; in 
the same connection, the point has 
been raised that Article 2 of the Paci- 
fic pact is nothing mere than Ar- 
ticle 10 of the League of Nations 
covenant in a new guise. 

One need not go beyond the records 
itself to prove the fallacy of this 
whole theory and all its horrific im 
plications. 

In Article 10 of the League Cove- 
nant, the members “undertake to 
respect and preserve as against ex- 
ternal aggression the pater oe in- 
tegrity and existing political inde- 
pendence of all members of =the 
League.” The important word to be 
noted is “preserve.” The league was 
beaten in the American Senate large- 
ly because of the element of force 
necessarily and, as President Wilson 
and supporters of the league con- 
tended, wisely and properly underly- 
ing the pledge contained in the word 
“preserve.” 


Agreement to Take Counsel. 

In article 2 of the Paeific treaty, 
the four Powers merely agree that if 
the rights covered by the treaty are 
threatened by an outside Power, 
they will frankly take counsel to- 
gether to decide what shall be done. 
Nothing whatever is said about ruar- 
anteeing or preserving the integrity 
of any Power. The four of then: un- 
dertake to talk things over, but they 
are not pledged to any further course 
of action. 

Senator Lodge put special empha- 
sis on this point when he laid the 
treaty before the fourth plenary ses- 
sion of tne conference. ‘There is no 
provision for the use of force to car- 
ry out any of the terms of the 
agreement,’ he said, “and no milli- 
tary or naval sanction lurks any- 
where in the background or under 
cover of these plain and direct 
clauses.”’

PARIS. Dec. 22.—‘“It is the s 
im which things are wern rather than 
the style of them that after all isthe 
important thing.” declares Cardinal 
Du Bois, Archbishop of Paris.

My predecessor, the | 
larnented Cardinal Amette, issued a 
pastoral letter protesting against the 
tendency of fashions and the short- 
ening of skirts, and I feel confident 
the present more toward ionger 
gkirt= has been greatiy accelerated 
by that letter.” 

Born in Saint-Calais in 1856. Car- 
@nal Du Bois had his first parish. 
that of Caint Benoit. at Mans, in 
1895. Since then his progress has 
been rapid. He was made Vicar Gen 
eral in 1898. Bishop of Verdun in 
1981. Archbishop of Bourges in 1908. 
Archbishop ef Roven im 1891¢, in 
which year he was raised to the 
Cardinalate: and became Arch- 
bishop of Paris in 132. in succession 
to Cardinal Amette, who succumbed 
te the terrific demands made upon 
iis strength during the war. 

I had the honor of interviewing 
both of these Cardinals—<Cardina! 
Amette in 1819. Both men, raised 


im the traditions of the old woer)d, 


evinced a dislike for such publicity 
as comes from interviews of the 
sort, and when such an interview is 
accorded it is a rare concession. 

I wanted to get the views of the 
Cardinal-Archbishop on the subject 
of modern customs and manners as 
am tm@ication of the morality behind 
them. and the crux of the riew of 
Cardinal Du Bois ts contained in the 
opening paragraph. He is a man of 
bread and comprehensive mind. of 
a calm and impressive dignity and of
